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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 14, last line, after source add a period. 

Claim 16, last line after surface, delete comma, insert a period. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, 4-16 and 18-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Instant application 
claims and discloses a surface Ughting device with closed obUque reflector. 

Claim 1 includes a surface lighting device for a display device, comprising: a light guide 
plate having a hght incident surface; a Ught reflector substantially juxtaposed with light guide 
plate, light reflector having a reflecting portion obliquely opposite to light incident surface along 
a lengthwise direction of light incident surface; and a point Ught source for emitting light beams, 
the point Ught source located between one end of Ught reflector and Ught incident surface; light 
reflector receives light beams emitted from point Ught source, and reflects Ught beams into light 
incident surface of Ught guide plate. 
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The prior art of record does not show and would not have suggested the Umitations in 
claim 1. In particular, the primary art of record, USPN 6,435,687 to Fukiharu does not have that 
the light reflector has a reflecting portion obliquely opposite to the light incident surface along a 
lengthwise direction of the light incident surface. 

Claims 2, and 4-13 depend directly or indirectly from claim 1, add further limitations and 
are allowable for the same reasons. 

Claim 14 includes a surface lighting device for a display device, comprising: a Ught guide 
plate having a light incident surface; a mount portion for fixing a point light source and a Ught 
reflector coupled with light incident surface of guide plate; light guide plate, mount portion and 
light reflector cooperate together to define a closed space, space being taped in a direction away 
from point light source. 

The prior art of record does not show and would not have suggested the limitations in 
claim 14. In particular, the primary art of record, USPN 6,435,687 to Fulciharu does not have that 
the light reflector, the light guide plate and the mount portion cooperate together to define a 
closed space, space being tapered in a direction away from point light source. 

Claims 15 and 19 depend directly or indirectly from claim 14, add further limitations and 
are allowable for the same reasons. 

Claim 16 includes a surface lighting device for a display device, comprising: a light guide 
plate having a Ught incident surface; and a Ught reflector coupled with Ught guide plate and 
having a sidewall opposite to light incident surface; one end of sidewall connects with light 
incident surface, an opposite end of sidewall is spaced apart from light incident surface, a point 
light source is provided between opposite end of sidewaU and Ught incident surface. 
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The prior art of record does not show and would not have suggested the hmitations in 
claim 16, In particular, the primary art of record, USPN 6,435,687 to Fukiharu does not have that 
an opposite end of sidewall is spaced apart from light incident surface. 

Claims 18, 20 and 21 depend directly or indirectly from claim 16, add further hmitations 
and are allowable for the same reasons. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments, see amendment and remarks filed 06/28/2006, with respect to 
Office Action mailed 04/03/2006 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The objections 
and rejections of the Office Action mailed 04/03/2006 have been withdrawn.
